THERE IS NO SINGLE OFEICIAL, UNAMBIGUOUS SOURCE WITHIN 
THE DEPARTMENT OE ENERGY (DOE) FOR ENERGY CONSUMPTION 
FIGURES. WITHIN THE RECENTLY ORGANIZED DOE, THERE ARE 
AT LEAST FOUR DATA SOURCES. THE PRIMARY SOURCE OF 
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ENERGY USAGE DATA IS THE BUREAU OF MINES (BOM). HOWEVER, 

DUE TO DIFFERENCES IN ASSUMPTIONS REGARDING THE END-USE 
OF CERTAIN EUELS AND SECTORIAL DEEINITIONS, AND DIFFERENT 
ENERGY CONVERSION EACTORS AND DATA AGGREGATION, THE 
FOUR DOE CONSUMPTION ESTIMATES DIFEER FROM EACH OTHER.
